Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9, 1 1-17, 32, 33, 35, 36 and 37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: an RF plasma 
generator including a matching network comprising at least one variable impedance component 
providing an electrically controllable variable capacitance , the matching network including a 
first port that is electromagnetically coupled to the output of an RF generator and a second port 
that is electromagnetically coupled a load. 

Neither of the prior art of the record teaches or suggests a plasma processing apparatus 
including a variable impedance matching network wherein the matching network includes an 
variable capacitance which is electrically controllable .
